SHK TOOK TOO HUGH ZO RPHIH B, 


Another 
Victim 
o f the 
Gasoline 
Stove—M ining R eport from the 
flan Gabriel Canon. 


Coroner M eredith held an inquest 
yesterday m orning upon the body of 
Em m a L. W arn, who died on Friday 
afternoon last, at the Orient lodging 
house, No. 21 W est F irst street, from the 
effects of a dose of morphine adm inis­ 
tered by herself. 
Frank W arn, her husband, testified to 
the effect that the deceased had been a 
confirmed invalid for the past six years, 
of which period she had spent lour yearn 
at Santa Barbara, under the treatm ent 
of Dr. W illiams, of th at place. 
She 
came to Los Angeles In July last, since 
which time she has been treated by sev­ 
eral phyeioians almost 
continuously. 
She was in the last stage of consump­ 
tion, and had wasted away to almost u 
skeleton. 
On Friday last W arn got 
up 
as usual in the 
morning 
aud 
went to work, but before leaving the 
house he roused 
Mrs. Bessie Bwain 
who had nursed his wife for th e past 
three or four weeks. About noon, and 
shortly after he had gone, Mrs. Warn 
called Mrs. Swain and asked her to go 
for a doctor as she felt much worse, and 
just as the latter tnrned to leave her 
room, which adjoined th at of her patient, 
she heard a noise as of someone failing. 
Rushing back to the folding doors, Mrs. 
Swain saw that Mrs. W arn had fallen to 
the floor, and on going over to pick her 
np she was surprised to find that the eick 
woman was frothing at the m outh and 
her limbs were stiffened. 
She lifted the 
senaelesB 
form 
and 
laid 
it upon 
the bed, and 
at 
once 
telephoned 
for 
W arn and Dr. 
W estlake, 
both 
of whom arrived shortly afterwards. 
Warn attem pted to raise his wife and as 
he did so, she murm ured, “ I am blind. 
I cannot see von,” t nd almost im m edi­ 
ately relapsed into unconsciousness from 
which she never rallied again. 
The 
physician did 
everything possible to 
revive hia patient, but at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon she died. N either Mrs. Swain 
nor 
W arn 
were 
aware 
that 
the 
deceased 
had 
any 
m orphine 
in 
her 
possession, 
bat 
Dr. Westlake 
discovered a small pill-box containing 
some of the drug, which bad evidently 
been prescribed for her by some phy­ 
sician by whom she had been treated. 
The only other witnesses exam ined were 
Mrs. Swain and Dr. H . W. W estlake. 
The former merely testified as to picking 
up the deceased after her fall, and the 
physician’s evidence was briefly confined 
to his being called in and the cause of 
death, which, in his opinion, was m or­ 
phine poisoning. The jury returned a 
verdict in accordance with the facts 
elicited at the inquest, but expressed no 
opinion as to whether the drug was taken 
with suicidal intent or otherwise. 


BADLY BURNED.

and limbs, and a physician was called 
in.

Some years ago a tunnel was 
sent in from the side of the hill and a 
rioh body of silver ore was struck. T he

land. He took samples East, and at one 
time nearly effected a sale at a good 
figure. 
Then came a heavy storm , and 
the tunnel, which was 
not properly 
braced, caved in. Since then two at­ 
tempts have been made to strike th e ore 
by parallel tunnels, b nt beyond an aver­ 
age pay rock, nothing extraordinary was 
found until early last week, when the 
Superintendent of the mining company 
owning the mine stumbled across the sur­ 
face cropping of w hat appears to be the 
same ledge as th at found 
in the 
oaved 
tunnel.

Superintendent 
had 
climbed 
the 
side 
of 
the 
mountain above th e old tunnel and 
was not looking for anything in particu­ 
lar, when in the m idst of the brush he 
caught sight of the outcroppings of the 
ledge, and broke some of it off fortestiDg. 
The first sample sent to th e city assayed 
$390 per tou aud the next $1,649 per ton, 
and then came the samples from the rioh 
streak, whioh assayed $7,260 per ton and 
$10,012 per ton. 
This streak is from 


twelve to eighteen inches thick, and, it 
is said, grows richer as the prospect goes 
down. 
Several gentlem en

with the mine have gone there from this 
city, and their report will be read later 
on with interest. The ore, it .is said, 
resembles that fonnd in the Comstock.

me of Its m em bers, who have m ade n study of 
sal history, were used, and. wbeu th e m anu­ 
script of the history was com pleted, it whs re­ 
vised by a com m ittee o i th at society, and errors 
w ere reduced to a m inim um 
The historical part i s \e . y com plete, especi 
ally th e chapters relating id th e Missions and 
th e early history of Los Angeles city. Many 
popular errors ro rard lu g tho county and the 
"days of sm all things" are cleared away, and 
th e tru th is oieariy set forth. The story of 
M exican times is told m inutely, particularly 
th at p art rela'tn g to the M exican w ar.

In the annals oi State affairs in Cali­ 
fornia nothing has ever been known to 
com pare with the scandalonB incidents 
connected with the selection of a site for 
an Insane Asylum in 8onthem California. 
T he law authorising the selection pro­ 
vided for the appointm ent by the Cov­ 
entor of five Commissioners to choose 
the location, subject to the approval of 
th e Executive. It seems th a t Governor 
W aterm an advised the members of the 
Commission at the start that he would 
approve 
no 
site 
outside 
of 
San 
Bernardino county. 
This, of course, 
narrowed 
the 
field of 
selection 
to 
th at 
county 
alone, 
notwithstanding 
there is nothing in the law to w arrant 
such limitation. But as none of the 
four tabooed counties are anxious to 
have a crazy institution w ithin their 
lim its, no exception has been taken to 
the course of the Governor in confining 
hids to San Bernardino. 
Well, the 
Board has subm itted tract after tract to 
the Governor, only to be disapproved as 
fast as they were presented to him . 
At 
last, as we are credibly informed, a 
tract 
has 
been 
found 
th a t 
suits 
the 
Executive. 
At Saturday’s ses­ 
sion 
of 
the 
Commissioners 
in 
Ban 
Bernardino, 
they 
were 
in­ 
formed by his excellency that the Rhodes 
tract, previously passed upon by them , 
did not suit him. They then subm itted 
to his consideration the Daly tract, ad­ 
joining the R hodes; but th a t was not 
satisfactory to W aterm an. Then they 
adopted the ofier of the Maccabe tract, 
n ex t ad joining th e Daly, and, wonderful 
to relate, it was approved by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
It consists of 5 5 0 acres, and the 
price is $110,000, or at th e rate of $200 
per acre. The tract is entitled to 8 0 
inches of water from th e Bear VaMey 
Company, and W aterm an is to furnish 
it 
from 
his 
springs 
five 
inches 
of hot water. Perhaps this ends the 
scandalous and humiliating 
ch ap ter; 
but 
the 
title 
to 
th e 
land 
has 
yet to be passed upon by the Attorney- 
General. 
Another difficulty to be over­ 
eóme will be to get the Board of Super­ 
visors to rescind its acceptance of alleys 
and streets laid out for public use when 
a portion of the tract was divided into 
lots during the “ boom ” Mr. Cooley, 
who is President of the Board, is doubt­ 
less sore and in a fighting humor, for the 
Governor refused to accept a tract be­ 
longing to him , which has been pro­ 
nounced by many as the best offer sub­ 
m itted to the Commissioners. 
Water­ 
m an stayed with th e Commission like a 
bulldog until ho steered it to the place 
b e had set his heart upon. 
One is dis­ 
posed to ask, under all the circumstances 
of this curious affair, what the Commis­ 
sioners were appointed for? 


Thm rapid progress of trusts in under­ 
m ining the m odest well-being of the 
American people has been illustrated by 
a striking exam ple in the city of New 
York. 
Mr. Joseph J . O'Donohue is a 
gentlem an who has been for years in the

He indignantly declined, and 
not being willing to assist in fleecing the 
people, and being nnable to conduct an 
honest bnsiness under 
existing 
con­ 
ditions, he has wound up his concerns 
and retired to private life. 
Mr. O'Dono- 
hue 
says th a t 
throngh 
th e 
oper­ 
ations 
of 
the 
Coffee 
Trust 
the 
American people are made to 
pay 
$30,000,000 a year more than this prime 
necessity of life ought to cost. 
The 
heinoueness of this wrong almost passes 
belief. 
Coffee, like tea, has become in­ 
dispensable in all households. It con­ 
tains elem ents th a t arrest the waste of 
tissue in the working m an and that 
stim ulate the brain of the thinker. It 
enters 
into 
the 
consumption 
of 
every 
family 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
And 
yet 
here 
we 
have 
an unholy combination th a t m akes this 
staple cost doable w hat it could be sold 
for under an honest system. The peo­ 
ple of the United States will have to 
strangle trusts or submit to seeing every 
necessary of life pass into the control of 
a lot of cormorants who will soon bring 
th e conditions of the existence of the 
poor man to the wretched level of the 
Israelites under the Pharaoe. 


T u b reports of the proceedings in the 
Convention of the W. O. T. U. at Chi­ 
sago show that even the gentler sex, 
when they dive into the tnrbid sea of 
politics, are just as am enable to the cen­ 
sure of making a bear-garden of their 
convention as the men. 
Before the con­

$4,000 000 to be placed in the hands of

That being the case, the courts set the 
will aside, lest the trustees m ight do 
som ething Tilden did not intend they 
should do, and proceeded to distribute 
the rnoDey amongst his nephews and 
nieces, the very persons he intended 
should not inherit it. 


T h e Supreme Court has handed down 
a decision in the snit of Kellogg vs. 
Howes et a)., in which the defondanti- 
are required to pay the full am ount of 
the lien claims npon their building, irre­ 
spective of the fact th a t it will greatly 
exceed the 25 per cent. R eserved from 
the contract price, because they failed to 
comply w ith the statutory requiremer.1

C om iu lM lon er M tr g a n la B e n t ou 
m a k in g H im a c it i z e n . 
W ashington, 
November 10.—Com­ 
missioner of Indian Affairs Morgan, in 
hisannnal report, says he entered npon 
tbe discharge of the duties of his posi­ 
tion with some strongly-cherished con­ 
victions, which he epitomizes as follows: 
“ The anomolous 
position 
heretofore 
occupied by the Indians cannot much 
longer be maintained. The conree of 
events demands the absorption of the 
Indian into our national life, not as an 
iodian, but as an American citizen. As 
soon as wise conservatism will warrant 
it, the relations of the Indian to the 
Government must rest solely upon the 
full recognition of his 
individuality. 
Each 
Indian 
is 
entitled 
to 
his 
proper 
share 
of 
the 
inherited 
wealth of his tribe and to the protection 
of the courts in life, liberty and the pur­ 
suit of happiness. 
He is not entitled to 
be supported in idleness. 
The Indians 
must conform to the white m an’s way, 
peaceably if they will, forcibly if neces­ 
sary. They m ust adjust themselves to 
their environments, and conform their 
mode of living substantially to our civil­ 
ization. 
The param ount duty of the 
hour is to prepare the rising generation 
of Indians for tho new order of things 
thus forced upon them .” 
In this connection the commissioner 
refers to his scheme of schools outlined 
in these dispatches several days ago. 
The report continues: Tribal relations 
should be broken up, socialism destroyed, 
and tbe family autonomy of the in­ 
dividual substituted. The allotm ent of 
lands in severalty, the establishm ent of 
local courts and police, the development 
of a personal sense of independence and 
the universal adoption of the English 
language, are the means of accomplish­ 
ing thinend. 
“ T h ^ b ie f thing to be considered in 
the adm inistration oi 
the bureau, is 
the tharacter of the men and women 
employed to carry out th e designs of the 
Government. 
The best system may be 
perverted to bad ends by incompetent 
persons employed to carry it into execu­ 
tion, while a bad system may yield good 
results if wisely and honestly adm inis­ 
tered.” 
Considerable space is devoted to In ­ 
dian edacation. 
The nnmber of pupils 
at the Indian schools is 6 ,950, and the 
cost of maintaining theso schools the 
past fiscal year was $860,075. 
The work of carrying out the provis­ 
ions of the general allotm ent act is pro­ 
gressing satisfactorily and as rapidly as 
«un regard to the condition of the In­ 
dians will perm it. 
Numerous cases 
have been reported where whites have 
taken possession of lands belonging to 
individual Indians, and measures are 
urged for their protection. 
The condition of the Indians at the 
several agencies is described as generally 
good.

The Grand Celebration at 
Baltimore. 


GREAT GATHERING) O f CLERGY.

B a l t im o r e , Mil., November 
10.—The 
mo6t im portant group of events in tbe 
history of the Catholic churoh in Amer­ 
ica took place here this morning. 
It was 
the commencement of the triplo celebra­ 
tion of the hundredth anniversary of the 
appointm ent of the first American C ath­ 
olic bishop, the inauguration of the first 
congress of Catholic laymen held in the 
United States, and the dedication of the 
new National University for Catholics. 
Ten thousand strangers were in Balti­ 
more to witness the spectacle, four tim es 
as many people, not counting the local 
Catholics, 
as 
could 
possibly be ac­ 
commodated in the eathedral where the 
initial scenes were to be witnessed. 
The hall in which the priests assem ­ 
bled was elaborately decorated. 
Above 
the door were the papal colors, yellow 
and white, and over these, stretching up­ 
ward to the eaves, were great stream ers 
of red, white and blue. 
W hen all was 
ready 600 clergy, walking two aud two, 
emerged, clad in white surplices and 
black cassocks and berettas. 
At the doorway of the 
cardinal’s 
house, and leading up the broad steps, 
with sabres and polished holm ets glit­ 
tering in the bright m orning snnligtit, 
were double lines of guards. 
H ere again 
the papal colors and stars and stripes 
were intermingled. 
In all directions 
the streets seemed filled with people, 
and the open windows of the surround­ 
ing dwellings each had their quota. 
Presently, while the white-surpliced 
priests were opening ranks, a m ass of 
purple-enveloped figures was seen in the 
C ardinal’s doorway. 
It was a gathering 
of nearly all the Catholic bishopB and 
archbishops in the U nited States, aud 
there were also representatives of M ex­ 
ico, Canada, England and Rome. 
The prelates now came forth from tho 
big portico in pairs, and as each two 
stepped into the street, their robes were 
caught by dim inutive altar boys in w ait­ 
ing. 
H ere and there among the silken 
purple vestm ents of the bishops could be 
seen the coarse brgwn or white garb of a 
bearded abbot. 
Through the long lines 
of priests the prelates threaded their 
way all around the square to the mdin 
entrance of the cathedral. 
The rear of the procession was brought 
up by Archbishop Fehan, of Chicago, 
who 
was 
immediately 
preceded 
by 
a 
golden • vestured 
cross­ 
bearer, 
followed 
by 
two 
spare, 
sm art looking men almost hid in dazzling 
scarlet. The two m en in scarlet were 
the cardinals of the Roman Church in 
America—Gibbons, of Baltimore, and 
Tashereau, of Quebec. 
Eight acolyteB 
upheld their long vestm ents, and sur­ 
rounding them were their monsignors 
with 
Papal Delegates O’Connell and 
Satolli, of Rome. 
W ithin the cathedral ten minutes later 
the scene was simply magnificent. 
The 
pews 
throughout 
the 
church were 
crowded to the utm ost with the laity. 
In striking contrast 
with the 
dark 
clothed aggregation thus formed were 
the aisles of the center and front and 
sides, 
packed 
with 
snow-Burpliced 
priests. 
Against both the laity and 
priests shown the serried purple ranks of 
the prelates. 
Inside the sanctuary on 
either side was a dais for the cardinals. 
A t a high altar stood the mitred cele­ 
brant of the mass, Archbishop Williams, 
cf Boston, and over all was the great 
white and gold dome of the cathedral. 
At the consecration of the host the 
cardinals advanced from the sides of the 
monsignors, and bowing themselves low 
knelt at the priedeux, facing the altar. 
Back of them was a row of richly ar­ 
rayed acolytes bearing lighted bronze 
torches. 
As Cardinal Gibbons retired to his 
dais, the reporters in the improvised 
press gallery noticed, for the first time, 
not six feet away from him in the sanc­ 
tuary among the abbots aud other spe­ 
cial dignitaries, tbo black face of Father 
Talton, of Chicago, the first colored 
Catholic priest ordained in America. 
Probably tho most impressive part of 
the mass next to the consecration was 
the conferring of the 
papal blessing. 
The mass ended with a special interces­ 
sion for the Pope, chanted by all the 
clergy. 
The first oration of the cen- 
tennary was delivered by Archbishop 
Ryan, of Philadelphia. Tho patriotic 
spirit of the archbishop’s address and 
his tribute to the recent devotee of the 
colored people and Indians, seemed to 
awaken general enthusiasm , but the 
most telling effect was aroueed when he 
vindicated the right of Catholic editors, 
if need be, to freely comment on the 
failings of the clergymen. 
In tbe oonrse of his address Arch­ 
bishop Ryan said: 
“ Of all the false 
charges alleged againBt tho 
Catholic 
church the moat senseless and unfounded 
ie that she fears science and is the enemy 
of education. 
H er opponents alm ost in 
the same breath charge her with being 
the foe at once and monopolizer of edu­ 
cation, and yet the last man in tbe world 
to fear intellectual progress, w hether 
popular or individual, is the Catholic. 
H e well knows that truth is o n e; that 
God CAnnot contradict in the revelations 
of the Scriptures w hat he exhibits in the 
revelations of science. Hence a m an’s 
fearlessness of such science will be in 
proportion to the certainty of bis convic­ 
tion of the truths of the revelation.” 
The archbishop continued, addressing 
the laity : 
“ And on this great historic 
occasion 
you 
m ust 
not 
loe 
mere 
observers, 
but 
we trust 
your 
rep­ 
resentatives 
will 
speak 
out 
freely 
and fearlessly in the lay congress, which 
forms bo interesting a feature of this cen­ 
tennial celebration. 
You kuow how 
false is the charge of the enemies of the 
church that you are priest-ridden. 
Tbe 
clergy do not fear the light of day, and 
if statem ents are made by Catholic e-di- 
tors regarding their acts, it is not all an 
evil, for it dearly shows the rightful in- 
depondence of the Catholic journalist. 
The archbishop gave general statistics 
of the church during the century ns fol­ 
lows: “ W hen Bishop Carroll was con­ 
secrated in *1790 the entire population of 
the United States was a little more than 
4,000,000. 
The Catholic population was 
estim ated at 40.000. Tbere i« now a 
Catholic population of 9,000,000 ; 8,000 
priests: 10,500 churches and che pelo; 
ftwenty-ieven seminaries, and 650 col­ 
leges and academies, and over 3,000 
pariah schools. 
The rem arkable statis­ 
tics quoted become marvelous when we 
consider fthe antagonism of the great ma- 


j ">rity of the people to the Catholic 
cbnroh. 
“ As in pagan tim es, in the history cf 
this country the Catholic church’s per­ 
fect organization was feared as posBibly 
dangerous to the State, and a great and 
numerous party, afraid to act in the opeD 
day, entered into a secret society against 
a handful of their fellow citizons. Few 
people realize how much indirect benefit 
this cowardly opposition 
was to tho 
church during the brief inglorious exist­ 
ence of the party prophetically named at 
its birth tbe Know-nothing party. 
The 
thoughtful men of the nation who op­ 
posed this party were driven into the 
ranks of the church’s defenders. 
Im ­ 
portant conversions and the clearing 
away of much ignorance and prejudice 
were tbe result. 
The civil war which so retarded the 
nation and all religious institutions, in­ 
cluding our own, and split up all the 
non-Catholic denominations into north­ 
ern and southern organizations, showed 
forth the united power oi the Catholic 
chnrch, and also exhibited her marvelous 
and well regulated 
charity. 
Hence, 
since the war there is more change in 
the peculiar sentim ent in relation to the 
Catholic chnrch. 
In addition to this it 
must be remembered that Catholics and 
Protestants now associate more frequently 
and more intim ately and understand 
each other better. 
But we m ast also 
Dear in mind that there are statistics of 
losses kuown only to the mind of God, 
that many have fallen away. 
“ I believe th at in the last century we 
could have done more for tho colored 
people of the South and the Indian 
tribes. 
Ia m not unmindful of the zeal, 
and tbe limited resources for its exercise, 
of the southeru bishops, nor the great 
self-sacrifice of the Indian missionaries. 
But, as I believe negro plavery and the 
U D ju s t treatm ent of the Indians are two 
great blots upon American civilization, 
so I feel that in tbe church also the most 
reasonable cause for regret in the past 
century is the fact th at more could have 
been 
done for the same dependent 
classes. 
“ Let us now, in the name of God, re­ 
solve to make reparation for those short­ 
comings of the past. 
A magnificent fu 
taro is beforo the church in this country, 
if wa are only true to her, to the country 
and to ourselves.” 
The singing#of the Te Deam by the 
choir, accompanied by the orchestra, 
brought the memorial servioe to a close. 
This afternoon there was a banquet at 
which all the visiting prelates were pres­ 
ent. 
Addresses were made by Arch­ 
bishop Satolli, Cardinal Gibbons, Car­ 
dinal Taschereau and Bishop Montes- 
doca, of Mexico. 
Letters were read 
from Cardinal M anning, of England, and 
Archbishop W alsh, of Ireland. 
Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, elicited 
great enthusiasm in responding to “ Our 
Country.” 
Tonight the cathedral was resplendent 
from basement to dome with electric 
lights, and the crush of people surpassed 
even the experience of the morning. Tbe 
papal vespers were sung by Archbishop 
Heis.i, of Milwaukee. 
The orator of the 
evening was Archbishop Ryan, of St. 
Paul. 
The conferring of tho papal benediction 
closed the celebration so far as the cen- 
tennary of the hierarchy is concerned. 
Tomorrow the congress of Catholic lay­ 
men begins in Concordia hall.

C h icag o , November 10.—The anarchist 
memorial celebration today wan very 
tam e. In fact, th e only noteworthy in­ 
cident was furnished bv Mrs. Lncy Par­ 
sons, who, in defiance of police prohibi­ 
tion of red flags, hung one from the win­ 
dow of her residence. 
A policeman was 
sent to notify her to take it down. 
“ This is a free country,” said Mrs. 
Parsons. 
“ W hy can’t I wave the flag of 
my doctrine?” 
“ Because my orders are to pull it 
down,” said the patrolman, and without 
further parley he tore down the flag and 
took it to the station. 
The day at W aldheim cemetery was 
dreary and cold. 
From a crowd ol 5,000 
last year, the attendance had dwindled 
to less than 2,000, and of this num ber 
not a few were merely cariosity seekers. 
The floral decorations were prcfuse aud 
beautiful, but the only inscription which 
had any tinge of 
the 
old-time style 
waifone reading: “ M urdered, But S till 
Alive.” 
During the reading of the memorial 
services, Mrs. Spies, Mrs. Schwab and 
Mrs. Fischer stood at the head of their 
husbands* graves, while Mrs. Parsons, 
sitting on the dam p ground by her hu s­ 
band’s grave, with her little boy by her 
side, abandoned herself to tears. 
After musical selections, C. J. Clemens, 
of Topeka, K ansas, stepped forward and 
announced himself 
an American an­ 
archist. 
Although he understood that 
his life was in danger in Chicago, he had 
determined to have his say. Cíemeos 
then abused the laws and authorities in a 
mild way. 
Paul Grottkau spoke in a mveh milder 
vein than last year. 
His address was 
principally dovoted to the “ crimes of the 
aristocracy.” 
“ Ooly through blood,” said he, “ can 
white 
slavery l>o abolished. 
Don’t 
imagine that we are at peace; we are at 
war with the existing conditions. 
Of 
course we can’t have a battle every day, 
but the energy of the forces will gather, 
and the inevitable conflict in which we 
hops to have success will come.” 
Two other brief speeches v ere mads. 
No disturbances occurred throughout 
the day. The lack of enthusiasm which 
generally characterizes anarchist gather­ 
ings was the chief feature. 
8t. Louis, November 10.—The St. 
Louis anarchists celebrated here tonight 
in commemoration of the execution of 
the anarchists, but tho affair was de­ 
cidedly tam e, and not w hat the iu- 
cendiary circulars distributed broadcast 
indicated it would be. The hall where 
the meeting was held was profusely 
decorated with crape and red bunting, 
and pictures and busts of the dead 
anarchists. 
K a n sa s 
C it y , 
November 10.—The 
anarchists of this city celebrated the 
anniversary of the Chicago executions. 
The speeches made were bitterly de­ 
nunciatory in tone, but did not advise 
the immediate use of violent m eans to 
obtain the anarchists’ ohject. 
D e n v e r , November 10.—The red-flag 
followers held a meeting tonight, th e an­ 
niversary of tbe execution of the Chicago 
anarchists. 
No demonstrations or fiery 
speeches were indulged in, aud about the 
only thing done was the adoption of reso­ 
lutions dem anding the immediate release 
of the three anarchists in the Jbilet 
prison.

W a s h in g to n , November 10.—Treasurer 
Huston, of the United States, in his re­ 
port of the operations of his office daring 
the fiscal year, and tho condition o! the 
Treasury on Jane 30th last, says: The 
year is characterized as a remarkable 
one in the history of public financep, 
both the revenue and expenditures hav­ 
ing been exceeded but few times since the 
foundation of the Government; the 
former amounted to $397,050,058, and 
the latter to $290,282,278, including $17,­ 
297,322 paid as premiums on bonds pur* 
chased. 
« 
The surplus revenue June 30th wcs 
$87,761,060, a decrease of $23,580,193 
compared with the year before, count­ 
ing the premiums on bonds as ordinary 
expenditures. 
On June 30, 1888, there was in the 
Treasurer’s custody in cash effective 
bonds the sum of $764,529.335, and a 
year later the sum of $760,064,387. The 
current liabilities decreased from $148,­ 
291,347 to $127.931,880, end the reserve 
from $229,805,300 to $193,097,045. 
Tne gold in the" treasury in excess of 
certificates outstanding was $193,610,172 
in 1888, and $188,257.490 in 1889, not­ 
withstanding the loss of gold both in the 
aggregate and on that amount not received 
by certificates, amounting to nearly four 
per cent. 
The position of the treasury was 
strengthened in every respect, save in 
the amount of reserve. The total assets, 
liabilities and reserve all fell off about 14 
per cent. At the beginning of the year 
the free gold was $45,000,000, and at the 
close $58,000,000 in excess of the de­ 
mand. 
Unavailable funds, exclusive of up 
wards of $28, 00,000 on deposit with the 
States under the low of 1836, amounted 
at the end of the year to $1,414,133, 
having been decreased by an appropria­ 
tion of $24,016 to cover losses in the 
New York sub treasury and increased by 
the loss of $10,000 at San Francisco, re 
ported by the Assistant Treasurer there 
i*i 1886. 
The Treasurer suggested that the pres­ 
ent methods of keeping accounts, by 
which he is charged with funds that do 
not exist, should be changed, so that the 
books would at all times show the state 
of the treasury without real or apparent 
discrepancies. 
The changes that took place in the 
currency were an increase of about $34,­ 
000,000 in the stock of silver, a contrac­ 
tion of $41,000,000 in national bank cir­ 
culation, and a loss of $25,750,000 of 
gold. 
The report shows that in a period of 
four years the public ownership of silver 
was nearly doubled, while the volume of 
noteo was diminished from $647,385,147 
to $530,989,478. 
The increat-e in the 
circulation of silver certificates was about 
$56,000,000, having kept pace with the 
rate for the two previous years. The 
new issues of small denominations ap­ 
pear to have fully supplied the needs of 
the conntry. 
Daring the year the national banks 
withdrew $66,340,900 of their bonds held 
by the Treasurer as security for circu­ 
lating notes of public money. The de­ 
posite amounted to $25,243,700. There 
remained at the close of the year $140,­ 
121,450, belonging to 3,262 banks, ms 
jecurity for circulation, and $45,222,000, 
belonging to 2,700 banks as security for 
deposits. 
The report shows that the minimum 
amount of bonds for the present capital 
of banks was only about fifty or sixty 
millions below the amount now on de­ 
posit. The amount of public mom-' 
held by depositary banks ran down from 
$58,715,511 to $47,259,714. The semi 
annual tax on the circulation amounted 
to $1,410,331 for the year. The not de 
posits during the year amounted tc 
$32,484,415, of which sum $29,593,580 
was for the reduction of the circulation 
of active banks. 
The question whether national banks 
should be required to reimburse un­ 
signed notes stolen from them and put 
into circulation, has boon considered, 
and the Treasurer’s opinion is that as 
the law plainly requires the banks to 
provide for the redemption of notes is­ 
sued to them, whether regularly paid out 
or not, the innocent holder is entitled to 
the advantage oi the provision. 
The report closes with some criticisms 
on the inferiority of the provisions for 
the safety of public funds, and makes 
certain recommendations for improve­ 
ments.
